Growing Strawberries Profitably 
Setting Plants 


Clip the roots if they can't be planted without 
doubling. The plant should be set with the crown 
about even with the soil after it has been thoroughly 
firmed around the plant. 


Type of Soil 

Select a plot springy in nature but well drained 
and free of vegetation. Moisture is essential. The land 
which you contemplate setting to Strawberries should 
be kept as free from vegetation as possible during 
the previous year. If the land has been lying idle, 
plow late in summer before the weeds and grass 
develop seed to maturity. Heavy crops of Cow Peas, 
Soy Beans, etc., if plowed under in late summer while 
green increase the humus and fertility of the soil, 
making it loose and porous; therefore, more reten- 
tive of moisture. 


Soil Preparation and Fertilization 


Prepare soil same as for truck or garden crops. Lay 
out rows, usually 32 to 4 feet apart; set plants about 
15 to 18 inches apart in the rows. Do not use com- 
mercial fertilizer at the roots. If soil is fertile we do 
not recommend using any type of fertilizer when 
planting. After the plants have been set in the row, 
a light application of fertilizer may be applied around 
the plant and worked into the soil with a hoe. Do not 
allow the fertilizer to fall on the leaves of the plant. 
During the growing season additional applications of 
fertilizer may be applied if the soil is not reasonably 
fertile.

If you raise fruit for home consumption or commercial markets, how would you like to 
produce 100 quarts of delicious Strawberries from a plot of ground 40 feet long and 15 
feet wide or 7000 quarts per acre. How would you like this high yield the very first grow- 
ing season and a similar crop the second year? Such production is possible if everbear- 
ing Strawberries are raised by the spaced-plant, peat-moss-mulch system. On favorable 
locations and with some of the newer varieties such as Superfection, even higher yields

Renewed interest in growing Everbearing Strawberries has been brought about by this 
revolutionary system, whereby plants are set in rows 1 foot apart, plants 1 foot apart 
in the row, with 4 rows forming a bed. A 2-foot space is left between the beds to provide 
a path along which to work when picking the fruit or removing weeds. A 1l-inch layer 
of peat moss mulch is applied throughout the plot, and all runners should be removed 
from the plants as fast as they develop through the entire system. All blossoms are kept 
removed from plants until July 1 the first season. Plant in fertile soil. 


Complete planting and cultural data will be supplied upon request. If possible, plant in 
soil that has received an application of potash during the past few months or year. A 
balanced plant food for Strawberries should carry an analysis of 5% ammonia, 6% to 8% 
phosphoric acid and 10% to 12% potash, applied on a basis of 15 to 20’ pounds per 100 
yards of bed space. Apply after plants are set. 


At a cost of only $18.75 for 500 plants you can have this "back-yard” plot that should 
produce 100 quarts of berries the first season, starting about 90 days after setting the 
plants. It will require 35,090 plants for an acre. Commercial growers will quickly cap- 
italize on the idea because the berries ripen uniformly, meet with ready sale, and give a 


much greater yield, resulting in high profits.

After fruiting season, 
cut out all fruiting canes and burn them to destroy any disease or 
insects. Future years’ growth should be confined to six or eight 
strong canes to each plant, following same procedure year after 
year. 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS—BLACK RASPBERRIES 


Two methods of culture are commonly used, the hill system 
and the solid row system.

The following spring, before growth starts, prune 
canes back to a length of about 3 feet. Cultivate Raspberries shal- 
low during ihe entire season but do not ccntinue beyond picking 
season, as late growth will not mature sufficiently to withstand the 
winter.
